to the problems of the area. 


Of the broad range of prob-

| tions with Russia.

WASHINGTON, April 8 — The 
Administration pledged yester- 
day to move to cancel contracts 
with any employer refusing to 
comply with President Kennedy’s 
recent bar on anti-Negro vias in 
Government work. 


The pledge was made by Jerry 
R. Holleman, an assistant secre- 
tary of labor and executive vice 
chairman of the President’s 
Committee on Equal Job Oppor- 
tunities. The committee’s chair- 
man is Vice President Lyndon 
B. Johnson. 

Holleman gave the pledge ina 
meeting with Herbert Hill, labor 
secretary for the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People, after Hill had 
filed complaints with the com- 
mittee against the Lockheed Air- 
craft Corp. 


The Department of Labor offi- 
cial told Hill that if the Presi- 
dent’s committee substantiated 
the charge of racial discrimina- 
tion and was unable to get Lock- 
heed, or any other federal con- 
tractor, to comply with the Pres- 
ident’s order to eliminate dis- 
crimination, it would 
mend cancellation of the con- 
tract. 


Investigation Promised. 


After the meeting, Holleman 
said NA.A.C.P complaints 
against Lockheed would be thor- 
oughly investigated. 

Hill said that the N.A.A.C.P. 
planned to bring a large num- 
ber of complaints against de- 
fense contractors in the South. 

In addition to the Lockheed 
case, Hill lodged complaints yes- 
terday against the Pyramid Elec- 
tric Co., Darlington, S.C.; the 
Naval Shipyard, Charleston, S.C., 
and the South Carolina State 
Employment Office.

The 
case resulted in heavy fines 
against the companies and 30- 
day prison terms for several key 
business executives. 


With one minor exception, the 
bids for meters to be used by 
the municipal light plant to regis- 
ter consumption of electricity 
totaled $68,691. 


A Westinghouse spokesman 
said prices quoted for watt-hour 
meters are printed in Westing- 
house catalogues which are in 
the hands of 7000 Westinghouse 
customers all over the United 
States. The customers can look 
up the prices themselves if they 
wish to do so just as they could 
look up prices in a mail-order 
catalogue, he said. 


‘It seems clear that it’s almost 


impossible, 
speaking, for them to have ar- 
rived at identical’ bids unless 
they got together in advance of 
their bidding,” ’ said Locher. ‘‘The 
bids seem to me to be the. result 
of a joint policy.” 

Bronis J. Klementowicz, util- 
ities director, said: ‘‘At best, 
it’s fishy. And it’s brazenly rou- 
tine. We've been getting bids 
like this on meters for years 
now.”’ 

Vincent M. De Melto, the light 
commissioner, said the prices 
quoted this year were uniformly 
lower than prices offered last 
year for the same items. G.E., 
Westinghouse and Sangamo bid 
identically in 1960, too, he said. 
The two other companies enter- 
ing the bids were the Allen Elec- 
tric Co. of Cleveland and Duncan 
Electric Co., Inc. of Lafayette, 
Ind. 

Locher, a member of the na- 
tional institute of municipa] law 
officers, said his policy of ques- 
tioning business men who try to 
sell the city equipment at identi- 
cal prices pays off. 

Last year three firms  sub- 
mitted identical bids for items 
needed by the water department. 
He had them change their bids 
by demanding to know how they 
happened to be the same.

Democracy in Ladue 

As I write this, it is election day 
in Ladue and, having just returned 
from the polls, I am wondering if 
other residents of Ladue are as 
completely frustrated as I am. I 
wonder how many of you object as 
much as I do to having to go to 
two places to cast your votes. I can 
think of no better way to discourage 
voting! 

Two years ago, after our election, 
I wrote the Mayor of Ladue in this 
regard and his office answered as 
follows: 


‘As to consolidating polling places 
with the School District, this is a 
very difficult problem. The city is 
required to recognize at least ward 
boundaries for city elections while 
the county and state recognize pre- 
cinct boundary lines, etc. On the 
other hand, the School District may 
use their own discretion as to where 
they conduct their elections and I 
am told by the superintendent of 
schools that they endeavor to have 
polling places in the most conven- . 
ient places for the residents in their 
School District to avoid as much 
confusion as possible. We will use 
our best efforts to work out some 
sort of solution with the School Dis- 
trict so far as polling places are con- 
cerned and try to avoid as much 
confusion as possible but just what 
success we may have in this con- 
nection is, at the moment, a prob- 
lem.” 


I wonder also how many of you 
object to the lack of ‘‘privacy of 
the ballot’’ we have in Ladue. No 
voting machines or voting booths 
were provided, We were privileged 
to lean against a wall or share one 
table with the other voters. I also 
questioned our Mayor in this re- 
gard after our 1959 election and his 
office answered as follows: ‘‘Sub- 
ject matter was brought to the at- 
tention of our City Council last eve- 
ning and voting booths will be pro- 
vided in time for future city elec- 
tions.”’ 


And lastly, I wonder how many of 
you object to the Ladue Public 
Schools Bulletin—published by the ° 
Ladue Board of Education—print- 
ing a Caucus Committee indorse- 
ment of three candidates running 
for election to said School Board. 
This Caucus Committee, according 
to its own literature, is “independ- 
ent of parent organizations and the 
school administration.”’ 


One of its defined purposes is ‘‘to 
indorse publicly all candidates 
deemed most suitably qualified for 
membership on the School Board.” 
Certainly they are entitled to do 
this but not through the official pub- 
lication of the Board of Education. 
The Board of Education could do 
the residents of Ladue a great serv- 
ice by publishing the qualifications 
of all candidates, with no indorse- 
ments, and let them rise or fall on 
their own merits. 

I believe these conditions will im- 
prove only when enough of us pro- 
test to the proper authorities. How 
about it, Ladue—shall we restore a 
little dignity to our elections?

Shares in a Bigger Pie 


The ‘only way to run good schools in most 
St. Louis county communities, seven of which 
defeated tax proposals last Tuesday, is by 
levying relatively high taxes, As needs and 
demands increase, so will taxes. That is why 
tax-rise proposals have become as predictable 
in the county in April as garden-tool sales—- 
and why defeated proposals invariably are 
resubmitted. 


The trouble with school financing in the 
county ‘is that the area’s taxable wealth is 
not evenly distributed among the 27 school 
districts. One or two have extremely healthy 
tax bases but most do not. As a consequence 
the poorer districts — meaning generally 
those that are residential communities—have 
to levy disproportionately high rates to pro- 
vide merely average educational opportuni- 
Paradoxically, the better-off districts 
can provide first-class schooling with far less 
effort. 

What the county needs is a method. per- 
mitting every child equal access to the coun- 
ty’s total tax base, which is what is proposed 
in legislation now pending in the Missouri 
House. Parents who wonder if the pattern 
of continuing school tax rises will ever end 
ought to support it. This is the best way to 
have good schools at reasonable tax rates. 

The legislation includes a_ constitutional 
amendment and a companion bill to carry 
it out. Offered by a bipartisan majority of 
the county’s House delegation, the measures 
would permit the county Board of Education 
to levy a county-wide school tax of $1, with 
the proceeds then being returned to the dis- 
tricts on the basis of the number of pupils 
in average daily attendance. 


This device would tax the county’s wealth 
where it is and then distribute the proceeds 
wherever the children are. Two out of every 
three children would benefit from the start, 
and all children would eventually. For this 
is a scheme not merely to cut up the available 
tax pie into smaller pieces—it is a way of 
assuring that as the county grows every 
child will benefit; that all the pieces will ex- 
pand as the pie expands.

Monopoly in Communications 


The American Telephone & Telegraph Co.'s 
bid to extend its hold on communications by 
operating a communications satellite network 
seems to Representative Holifield of Calli- 
fornia a proper occasion for renewed inquiry 
into whether the company enjoys too strong 
a hold already. He addresses himself partic- 
ularly to the results of the consent decree 
which the Department of Justice accepted 
five years ago in the anti-trust action against 
A.T. & T. and concludes that they are substan- 
tially nil. His analysis reinforces the view 
of a House Anti-monopoly subcommittee 
which reported after a re-examination of the 
consent agreement in 1959 that it was ‘‘a blot 
on the enforcement history of the anti-trust 
laws.” 

The heart of the Government’s case against 
A.T.& T. consisted of the demand that its 
Western Electric subsidiary be separated 
from the parent company and broken into 
three companies. The Government abandoned 
this demand in return for the company’s 
agreement to license its 8600 patents to all 
applicants. The chief of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s Anti-trust division in charge of the 
litigation, Stanley N. Barnes, himself acknowl- 
edged later that any gain from this exchange 
was largely illusory. 

Representative Holifield contends that the 
settlement actually lost ground, by giving 
the color of legal sanction to monopoly exer- 
cised by Western Electric. A proviso in the 
settlement requiring that companies which 
obtain patents from A.T.&T. open up their 
patents to A.T.&T. in return has, he says, 
discouraged use of this single concession the 
Government gained. Indeed, when the Justice 
Department later negotiated a patent licens- 
ing agreement with Western Electric for the 
benefit of Government agencies it did so, he 
says, outside the provisions of the consent 
decree, to avoid this onerous restriction 
which it had allowed to be placed on private 
businesses. 


The record Representative Holifield spreads 
out for public view is certainly not one on 


_ which the Government should be content to 


rest. Attorney General Robert Kennedy re- 
cently. ordered the Justice Department to 
check up on decrees in anti-trust cases and 
find out how they are being observed in actual 
practice. Lack of this kind of follow-through 
has long been a deficiency in anti-trust admin- 
istration, and Attorney General Kennedy de- 
serves warm commendation for taking action 
to provide it. 


The Forgotten Migrants 


Migratory farm workers—the people our 
affluent society forgot—offer a serious test 
of intentions in Washington. President Ken- 
nedy has spoken of humane intentions, but 
those of Congress remain in doubt. 


At issue first is the expiration next Dec. 31 
of the agreement with Mexico which permitted 
about 316,000 braceros to work in this coun- 
try last year. The Mexican farm workers are 
guaranteed 50 cents an hour or the prevail- 
ing wage, and have some housing and insur- 
ance protection. They are not supposed to be 
employed where domestic help is available, 
or where there is a strike. In the winter 
Mexico demanded and got withdrawal of 2800 
braceros from 18 big farms in the California 
Imperial Valley when there was a strike. 

The trouble is that some 346,000 native 
American itinerant workers are not given 
such protection, and what protection they 
are given is too vague. A 1959 study by Labor 
Department consultants indicated that Amer- 
ican wages were retarded where braceros 
were employed. The average native migrant 
worked one day out of three and averaged 
$911 in 1959. These figures hardly tell the 
story of their impoverished families and 
children whose schooling lags as they follow 
the crops. 


Organized labor and many church groups 
want an end to the bracero system. The Mexi- 
can government is known to have doubts 
about it. Farm lobbyists protest that abolition 
would disrupt local economies and increase 
food prices, Higher food prices would, how- 
ever, be a fair price to pay to end a System 
of cheap labor. But nobody advocates over- 
night abolition. What is needed is a gradual 
halt in the bracero program and increased 
safeguards for native migrants. 

This is roughly what the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration intends in proposing only a two-year 
extension of the bracero system and better

standards for American itinerants.: But Rep- 
resentative Gathings of Arkansas, who di- 


, rected subcommittee hearings on the matter, 


denounced the Administration stand as inter- 
ference with free enterprise and an attempt 
to set wages on the farm. It seems strange 
that price supports do not interfere with free 
enterprise, but an indirect effort to bolster 


. wages would. That is the logic of the farm 


lobby. 

For prosperous Americans there is no real 
choice here. A nation that can afford to send 
a Peace Corps abroad cannot afford to turn 
its back on wandering poverty at home. Con- 
gress ought to accept the Kennedy program. 


A Disappointing Performance 

Senator Long of Missouri, after less than 
three months’ service in the United States 
Senate, has made a most unfair and apparently 
little-considered attack on public power and 
the aspirations of the Upper Missouri Valley 
States to have it aid in their development. 
No doubt Senator Long feels he is protecting 
Missouri interests by attacking those of the 
upper basin; but in the broadest sense Mis- 
souri will be best served by what advances 
the welfare of the region as a whole. 

“Ironically enough,’ the junior Senator 
says, “the most impressive gains under the 
(Missouri River development) program have 
been made by the States which are now trying 
to seize all the benefits.”” More than ironically 
enough, the States to which he refers have 
made the most considerable sacrifices, in land 
inundated by the reservoirs created by the 
new dams, yet they find themselves disad- 
vantaged in their legitimate expectations of 
receiving, not all the benefits, but an even- 
handed treatment in their apportionment. 

The Upper Valley States are, moreover, 
the ones which stand most in need of the 
stimulation the river development can give, 
for they are the least developed industrially, 
and in the greatest want of industrial develop- 
ment to balance their often-precarious agri- 
culture. 

It is true, as Senator Long says, that the 
Upper Valley States are benefiting from an 
increase in their electric power supply, but 
that is only part of the truth. The rest of it 
is that they are getting less than they require 
and than they believe, with considerable justi- 
fication, they deserve. The heart of the mat- 
ter is that the schedule of priorities for the 
use of water in the Missouri River system 
which Congress established 17 years ago does 
not, by an unfortunate oversight, give any 
priority whatever to electric power. The Army 
Engineers, responsible for the management 
of the reservoirs, have, accordingly, given 
earlier priorities to everything else, believ- 
ing—as we think they are correct in believ- 
ing—that they are bound by the statute to 
do so. 

The legislation governing priorities should 
in simple justice be amended to give a place 
to electric power. In the interest of the de- 
velopment of the region as a whole—from 
which Missouri and the other Lower Valley 
States will profit—the power priority should 
be among the earliest. 


Dixiecrats Know What's Good 


The Republican-Dixiecrat alliance simply 
could not form its ranks, so the Kennedy de- 
pressed areas bill passed its House test very 
nicely indeed. The vote in its favor was 250 to 
167. The Dixiecrats could not afford to vote 
against it since its $100,000,000 rural loan 
fund will benefit chiefly the states of the old 
Confederacy plus Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Oklahoma. Where the money goes, there lies 
the heart. In the end, only 42 Democrats 
joined 125 oppositionist Republicans, while 41 
Republicans voted with the majority. 

Earlier the Republicans offered a substitute 
which, according to Representative Rains of 
Alabama, would have stripped the bill of ‘‘its 
vote-getting proclivities”’ by confining its 
benefits largely to ‘50 or so urban areas.” Al- 
lies will not be treated that way. The substi- 
tute was rejected, 291 to 125, with not one 
Democratic vote in its favor. 

Another issue may bring another result. 
Meanwhile it seems almost a certainty that 
the Senate also will approve the measure 
which provides an over-all sum of $394,000.- 
000 for grants and loans to return a measure 
of prosperity to those sections of the country 
long troubled by chronic unemployment. Even 
Senator Douglas, its leading advocate, does not 
contend that it will solve all aspects of the 
problem. But it should improve the economies 
of these areas sufficiently to relieve at least 
those who cannot seek a new life elsewhere. 
The areas concerned must adjust to changed 
conditions, but federal aid should take some 
of the anguish out of the ordeal. And that 
much prosperous Americans can do for those 
less fortunate. 


America’s Changing Farms 

In formulating farm policies, politicians in- 
variably pay homage to the “family farm,” 
but the family farm goes on declining in im- 
portance just as irresistibly. The trend toward 
farms incorporated like industrial enterprises 
appears to have been accelerated by a change 
in the Internal Revenue Code two years ago 
which made it possible to incorporate even 
a closely held farm while it continues to be 
taxed as a partnership instead of at the higher 
corporation rates. 

Increasing advantage of this is being taken 
even in so traditional a farm state as Iowa. 
Professor John F. Timmons of Iowa State 
predicts that in a decade or so the state’s 
172,000 farms will be consolidated into 95,000. 
He says this is typical of other farm states, 
and adds that the farmer of the near future 
will be handling a $500,000 to $1,000,000 in- 
vestment. 

While his crops and methods no doubt will 
continue to be different, his general approach 
will be akin to that of the big business farms 
—or ranches—of the high plains. And he 
probably will have to make decisions akin to 
those of the corporate farm manager who 
chooses between a crop which will bring, say, 
$500,000 on the market or one worth $800,000 
in a federal elevator. 

For some time ,Washington has faced the 
problem of reconciling policies justified by 
the small farm and those which can be equi- 
tably applied to the larger enterprises. What 
is necessary for the survival of one may be 
a windfall for the other. The eventual elim- 
ination of the present sharp contrast between 
the near-marginal farm and the big business 
may ease the drafting of farm legislation. No 
one will predict that it will eliminate the 
farm lobby, but it should wring some of the 
sentiment out of its appeals for special treat- 
ment.

‘For the Department’ of 
State and the Foreign Service are, 
or should be, engaged in a continuous 
process of re-evaluation of our foreign 
policies, and this process can be stul- 
tified if there is no 
freedom of expres- 
sion within our 
organization. 

Nobody who has 
been_ associated 
with the — recent 
hammering - out of 
foreign policies in 
the Department of State will have 
come away feeing that there was any 
kind of enforced conformity. There 
are, and there should be, opposing 
viewpoints.and sharp debates. But this 
has not always been the case. We 
are thinking of a time, for instance, 
when a despatch from the field which 
advanced facts and arguments that did 
not square with established policy 
could be withdrawn from. circulation 
within the Department.

Mr. Gaither was a graduate 
of the University of California 
Law School, a former lecturer 
there and a partner in the San 
Francisco law firm of Cooley, 
Crowley and Supple. 

Mr. Gaither had been chair- 
man of the board of Rand Corp., 
a leading research organization, 
and had been a consultant of the 
National Defense Research Com- 
mission. 

His much discussed study of

A QUESTION that concerns 
early voyages to America has 


come from a school class: 


“Why do many children in low- 


er grades think that Columbus, 


instead of Ericson, was the first 
to reach the New World?” 


Stories sometimes written for, 


‘or told to, younger children fail 


to give complete historical ac- 
counts, Columbus made a voyage 
of extreme importance by cross- 
ing the Atlantic 469 years ago, 
but Leif Ericson was almost 500 


years ahead of him in reaching 


the northerly area known as 
Vineland.

Vineland was a section of Nova 
Scotia, or else a part of the 
North American mainland south 
of Nova Scotia. The old Norse 
sagas tell about later attempts of 
Greenland people to start colo- 
nies in Vineland, but these settle- 
ments failed to last many 
months. 


Columbus, on the other han J, 
led the Spaniards to make lasting 
settlements in the New World. 

Q. Did Columbus ever set foot 
on the mainland of North Ameri- 
ca? 

A. Our records indicate that he 
missed the North American 
mainiand altogether. There is 
evidence, however, that he made 
a landing on the northern coast 
of South America. It is believed 
that he went ashore in a district 
now part of the republic of Vene- 
zuela,
